These who hear the concerts at 
Madison Square Garden may see an 

n door on the southeas€ corner of 
the garden, near the Fourth avenue 
entrance. On passing the door they 
front a large platform. It can be 
mounted by a small ladder. A dozen 
or more machines resembligg lathes 
stand upon the platform. 
up au incessant buzzing. 
belts whirl them rightful rapid- 
ity. ‘Phey axe t rators of elec- 
tricity. The motives i@supplied 
by a fifty-horse engine. The wheels 
are ed with small magnets, and 
the electricity is produced by the rer - 
olution of tae magnets in opposite di- 
rections. Their mutual attraction is 
torn asunder, and the electric product 
carried off on wires. The whirling of 
these magnets mesmerizes the iron 
bands by which they are held in posi- 
tion. he bands become powerful 
loadstones, but lose their power 
when the machines are at rest. Last 
night, while the machines were at 
fair speed, a blacksmith’s hammer 
clung to one of the bands as though it 
was welded to it. 

THE ATTRACTION WAS SO STRONG 
that the broad-shouldered Major 
George S. Leland of the Stuftevant 
House, formerly a blacksmith ia Kal- 
amazoo, found it difficult to remove 
‘the hammer. The electricity gener. 
ated by these small machines is wired 
ta eleven burners that light the gar- 
den. Each light glows with the in- 
‘tensity of 2,500 concentrated candle 
“lights. The garden is thus flooded 
with a light equal to that of 1,840 gas 
jets, or that of 27,500 candles. It is a 
brilliant opalescent light, softened by 
ground shades, and resembles the cal- 
cium light so often thrown upen the 
theatrical stage. It is so bright that 
it forces shadow from a gaslight. The 
superintendent of the Fuller Electric 
Company makes an astonishing state- 
ment ing the cheapness of these 
lights. His experiments and esti- 
mates are not complete, but he says 
that the cost of everything, including 
the wear and tear of the engine and 
machinery, is net more than $8 per 
night. This is but little more than 
one-tenth the cost of gaslight.

A Grand Lumber Market. 


Truckee Republican. 


Truckee is about to receive a new 
and inestimable impetus to her lum- 
ber trade. This is no less than the 
furnishing of Arizona and the South- 
ern Pacific Railroad. with lumber. 
Thos. M. Cash, traveling agent of the 
C. P. R. R., has been in town this 
week completing arrangements for the 
new trafic. A special lumber rate has 
been established, by which Truckce 
can successfully compete with and 
outrival San Francisco and the coast. 
By present arrangements, Truckee 
lumber can be laid down at Mariposa, 
the present terminus of the road, at 
$29 20 per thousand. This is con- 
siderably lower thau the San Fran- 
cisco dealers can furnish lumber. 
The annual demand of the Arizona 
trade will be enermous. Arizona 
lumber is of a very inferior quality, 
and bears an exorbitant price. The 
miners, the railroad, the rapidly grow- 
ing towns, will require hundreds of 
thousands of feet this year, and a con- 
stantly increasing supply in the future. 
All the lumber that is supplied to 

this vast region of country penetrated 
and opened up by the Southern Pacific 
must be supplied from California 
forests. The Truckee millmen have 
at last a ready and permanent market 
for all the lumber they are capable of 
manufacturing.

Wood 
and water are so plentiful that the 
cost of working the ores is very small, 
and [ have heard that $40 or $50 rock 
can be made to pay big.

. h Eity, the Bodie News learns that 
a miner, whose name was unknown to 
the informant, was burned to death, 
while drunk, in his brush shanty, at 
Mammoth City on Saturday night 
last. The brash caught fire and the 
man’s body was burned to a cinder.
